Court Orders 
,Shakeup in 
Legislatures 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 


wholesale and historic revamp- 
ing of state legislatures was de- 
creed today by the 
Supreme 


Court. 


The tribunal ruled that the 


seats in both houses of state 
legislatures 
"must be appor- 


tioned on a population basis." 


This spells turmoil in most of 


the States because a 
majoriyt 


of state legislatures are riot so 
apportioned. 


It 
also 
means 
vastly in- 


creased powers for city and 
suburban residents — especially 
suburbanites — as against their 
country cousins, who have been 
in control of legislatures across 
the country. 


Court tests involving the rep- 


resentation balance of one or 
both houses of legislatures are 
under way 
in a number of 


states. In one of them, New Jer- 
sey, attorney David Friedland 
whose suit is pending before 
the State Supreme Court, com- 
mented today that the Supreme 
Court decision could produce 
"the most dramatic change in 
state government in a hundred 
years." 


The court ruled initially in 


three appeals 
from Alabama, 


and then went on to: 


Pronounce 
unconstitutional 


the present legislative appor- 
tionment system of New York 
State. 


Declare that neither house of 


the Maryland Legislature "even 
after the 1962 legislation reap- 
portioning the House of Dele- 
gates, is apportioned sufficient- 
ly on a population basis to be 
constitutionally sustainable." 


Ruled 
that neither of 
the 


houses of the Virginia General 
Assembly is apportioned suffi- 
ciently on a population basis to 
be constitutional. 


Upheld a lower court decision 


that both houses of the Dela- 
ware Legislature must be reap- 
portioned along population lines. 


The basic ruling, which will 


have 
incalculable 
effects 
on 


American politics, was read by 
Chief Justice Earl Warren. 


"We mean that the equal pro- 


tection 
clause 
of 
the 
14th 


Amendment to the Constitution 
requires that a state make an 
honest and goodfaith effort to 
construct 
districts 
in 
both 


houses of its legislature, 
as 


nearly of equal population as is 
practicable," Warren said. 


The court struck down, in no 


uncertain terms, the 
doctrine 


that states may adopt the "little 
federal system." Rural inter- 
ests, trying to preserve at least 
a veto power in state legisla- 
tures, had pointed to the federal

ported that Lodge had asked to 
be relieved within 30 days fop 
j-easons of health. The '.white1 
House in Washington said Pres- 
ident Johnson had received no 
letter of resignation.

System reported from Saigon 
that Lodge said the report he 
had submitted his resignation 
was "totally untrue." 


The American

Co. said Lodge, talking Sunday 
night in Saigon with ABC cor-

He will 
board a ship today at Kalinin- 
grad and is due in the Danish 
capital Tuesday morning. 


A cheering crowd of Musco 


vites saw the 70-year-old Soviet 
leader off on his third foreign 
trip in three months. Khru- 
shchev visited Hungary in April 
and the United Arab Republic in 
May. 


As he tours Denmark, Norway 


and Sweden, Khrushchev prob- 
ably will try again to crack the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion's northern defense ring by 
asking the Scandinavian coun- 
tries to join in turning the Bal- 
tic into a sea of peace. 


Khrushchev has often urged a 


ban 
on nuclear 
weapons in 


central Europe and Scandinavia. 
He has been particularly anx- 
ious to prevent the spread of 
nuclear weapons to West Ger- 
many, a NATO member. Nu- 
clear weapons also would be 
banned from Communist East 
Germany under Khrushchev's 
proposal.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Arkan- 


sas' 85,000 Negroes were urged 
Saturday to band together to 
form a voting bloc against Gov. 
Orval E. Paubus' bid for a sixth 
term. 


I. S. McClinton, president of 


the Arkansas Democratic (Ne- 
gro) 
Voters Association, pro- 


posed the bloc at a state meet- 
ing of the organization in Little 
Rock. McClinton was re-elected 
president at the meeting. 


McClinton said the state Dem- 


ocratic Party, under Faubus, 
leadership, had 
shown that it 


did not care for the Negro vote 
and this was indicated by the 
dropping of Negroes from the 
Democratic State Committee. 


There were Negroes 
on the 


state committee 
prior to the 


school integration crisis in 1957, 
McClinton said, but since that 
time they have been dropped. 


"If they do not want us," he 


said, "We will become 
inde- 


pendent voters and will be slow 
to commit ourselves to political 
parties who refuse to represent 
us through their leadership." 


"If 
the Democrats are not 


careful of whom they nominate 
and show some signs of wanting 
our support," McClinton said, 
"then we should pick the best 
man without regard to party." 


He encouraged Negro voters 


to try to qualify at least the Ne- 
groes who have never 
before 


registered to vote.

Supreme Court ruled today that 
the Constitution's Fifth Amend 
ment privilege against self-in- 
crimination applies in state as 
well as in federal proceedings. 


Ruling on the petition of a 


Connecticut man convicted on 
gambling 
charges, 
the high 


court stated: 


"We hold that the Constitu- 


tion's 14th. Amendment guaran- 
teed the petitioner the protec- 
tion of the Fifth Amendment'; 
privilege of self-incrimination.' 


Justice William J. Brennan, 


delivering the court's majority 
opinion, declared 
that, under 


application 
federal 
standards, 


the Connecticut Supreme Court 
of Errors erred in "holding that 
the petitioner's claim of privi- 
lege against self-incrimination 
was not properly invoked.

Viet Nam 
'Scorched 
Earth'Plan

SAIGON, 
South Viet 
Nam 


(AP)—"We will keep that area 
scorched. As soon as they build 
up again we will burn it down." 


The speaker was a senior of- 


ficer of the American special 
forces, studying reports of a re- 
newed Communist Viet Cong 
buildup in a supply area near 
the Cambodian border. The re- 
gion was left smoldering and 
barren in a "scorched earth" 
operation last week. 


Both American and Vietna- 


mese special forces men parti- 
cipated in the sweep along the 
Vaico Oriental River that winds 
down into the heart of the Me- 
kong River delta from Cambo- 
dia. It is a key Viet Cong supply 
route. 


Report's received 
in Saigon 


show that the Viet Cong are re- 
building thatched homes and 
storehouses razed last week. 
Tons of rice burned and then 
tossed into the river is drying 
along a river bank as the Viet 
Cong attempt to salvage some 
of it. 


Sampan traffic has resumed 


along the river but the river- 
boats 
flee into jungle cover 


when planes come low. 


The Saigon government 
is 


making it clear it will strike 
again into the river regon n the 
near future. The specal forces 
intend to use the same propa- 
ganda devices that persuaded 
600 peasant families — minus 
husbands — to accept govern- 
ment offers of relocation. Every 
wife interviewed said her hus- 
band was with the Viet Cong. 


A reported 60 per cent of the 


population of the river region in 
western Tay Ninh Province left 
on American helicopters for re- 
settlement. They have moved 
into strategic hamlets and are 
being fed by the U.S. aid mis- 
sion. 


Special forces sources report 


that pictures of contented set- 
tlers are being pasted on propa- 
ganda pamphlets dropped into 
the region in an attempt to per- 
suade the husbands to join 
them. 
Other leaflets offer high prices 
for Viet Cong weapons. These 
have had results. Two peasants 
carrying old rifles arrived in 
Saigon from the Tay Ninh area 
and gave themselves up to the 
first policeman they saw. 


Taken to headquarters, they 


admitted they were Viet Cong, 
waved 
pamphlets and 
im- 


mediately demanded 1,000 pias- 
ters—about $13—each for their

War Games 
Cost Put at 
54 Million 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


cent Army-Air Force war games 
in the Far West cost about $54 
million and were the most cost- 
ly since World War II, it was 
learned today. 


The Associated Press was told 


this was the price tag on Desert 
Strike, a two-week mock war in 
which some 100,000 Army troops 
and Air Force units dueled over 
areas of California, Arizona and 
Nevada last month. 


The Defense Department said 


it originally had been calculated 
the exercise would cost $G0.1 
million, but that various econo- 
mies had sliced about $6 million 
'rom that estimate. 


By comparison, "Exercise Big 


Lift" last fall cost $20 million. 
In this operation, the 16,000 men 
of an armored division were 
flown 5,600 miles from Texas to 
Germany and returned after 
maneuvers near the Iron Cur- 
tain. 


The Pentagon said "the major 


contributing factor to the cost of 
joint exercise Desert Strike was 
the commercial transportation 
of the armored units and their 
heavy equipment to and from 
the exercise area."
